OUR CRIMINAL CALENDAR. 


Jack Williams, a negro-convicted at Drancle- 


T>urg, 8. G, ^recently for an outrage upon a 
-white girl aged eleven, was takan from jau 
Wednesday morning and hanged. The jury, 
through a misunderstanding, rendered a ver- 
dict of guilty with a recommendation to mercy. 
"Under the statute such recommendation reduces 
punishment from'death to life imprisonment, 
and the prisoner was sentenced Wednesday ac- 
cordingly. The pubhis, incensed against the 
jury detei mined the prisoner should never 
reach the penitentiary. The crime was revolt- 
ing in details and the prisoner confessed his 
guilt The following was found across tho 
breast of the body of Williams, painted in large 
letters on a piece of white homespun; "Our 
wives, mothers, sisters and daughters shall be 
protected, the decision of a bungling jury to 
Hie contrary notwithstanding." 


While the family of Hirman Westfall at Han- 
nibal, Mo., was seated at the breakfast table 
they Were suddenly attacked with sickness and 
commenced vomiting. Mr. Westfall, whose at- 
tack seemed the lightest, went on a horse and 
summond the physicians, who suspected the 
cause to be eating poisonous food. Mrs. West- 
fall died and the hired man is not expected to 
five. A dish of oat meal, which had been pre- 
pared by a colored servant wit1* whom there 
had previously been trouble.' thought to have 
been poisoned with arsenic 


Geo. H. Burcbard, the crank who attempted 


to shoot Guitean when ho was arrainged, was 
an inmate of the soldiers' home at Milwaukee 
until July last, when he suddenly disappeared. 
He was a member of the Forty sixth Ohio vol- 
mateers, and was an hamate of tho Day ton home 
before he was transferred to this. He was ar- 
rested and fined for drunkenness several times 
while in Milwaukee. He was regarded aa a 
orazy, drunken loafer while in the home, and 
is almost the same stamp of a crank as Guiteau. 


0. H. Eanffman, of t r'aul, has disappear- 


ed, and it is considered certain that he jumped 
from a bridge into the river and was drowned. 
Mr. Eanffman has been in ill health for some 
time, was very poor, and almost blind. He had 
failed in business, and it was difficult for b'*m 
to get a living. 
Altogether life looked very 
dark an uninviting to him, as was easily gath- 
ered from letters, where reference is made to 
the condition of his health.

It is believed that 
half those injured will die. 


Eighty-ft^e vessels, principally British, were 
lost off the coast of tbe United Kingdom (luring 
the recent gale, against only twenty wrecks in 
the early part of the week in all parts of the 
world. One hundred and thirty British and 
foreign vessels were wrecked last week, an in- 
crease of 104 over the previous week. The 
approximate value of property lost, £80,000,- 
000, of which £G,OOl»,000 represents Britieh 
losses. One hundred and thirty-eight persons 
are reported lost or missing. Accounts re- 
ceived subsequent to the compilation of these 
statistics state that down to last evening fifty- 
nine fisherman belonging to Barnmonth and 
Eyemouth are l-nown to havo been drowned, 
and 140, others belonging to other places, ara 
missing.

or pretty, or pleasant, and describe babies 
or bonnets as "cunning"—usually eluding- 
the final "V—when they mean that the ba- 
bies are bright and liv^iy^or attractive in 
some other way, and tno bpnggtsbecom- 
ing. 
Bonnets, when ^not^^tnlning," 


are "sweet," and beyond this the descrip- 
tive vocabulary of tho young woomn rarely 
extends. 


Ia the matter of slang the impulse which 


prompts pretty girls to use it—for common- 
ly it is only pretty girls who do or dare this 
—seems to be that liking that all humane 
beings have for walking as near as possible 
to the edge of precipices. Our girls are 
not vulgar; they dread vulgarity as the 
abyss; and for lhat reason they enjoy ven- 
turing perilously near its edge, ] ecisely as 
boys rejoice in walking upon narrow tim- 
bers at giddy highls in unfinished build- 
ings. 


The only rebuke which girls encounter 


as a result of these practices is an occacion- 
al suggestion that slang is vulgar, and that 
warning has the less force because they see 
that great numbers of girls and women who 
are not vulgar p.nyfully indulge in slang, 
as they themselves do. For the overwork- 
ing of adverbs and adjectives, and for their 
general misapplication of words and their 
neglect of nice shades of meaning, they re- 
ceive no correction at all, but are left to 
regard the matter as one of no consequence. 


As a matter of fact it is of real conse- 


quence, not only to tho girls who indulge 
in stich habits, but to society also, and to 
one of the finest branches of scholarship. 
There can be no doubt that the ear which 
is taught to tolerate the misuse of words 
lapidly loses his sensitiveness,irad even its 
capacity, to detect misuse. The constant 
use of "nice," and "awful," and "sweet,' 
and "splendid." and "cunning," ;n other 
than their proper senses and substitutes for 
all the other adjectives in the l.iuguage, 
rapidly effaces the other adjectives from the 
mind and blunts the sense of fitness in the 
use of words as means of acurate and forci- 
ble utterance. The girl does not forget the 
other words in the language, perhaps, but 
she loses the habit of using them, and, 
worse still, she acquires the habit of loose, 
inacurate, incomplete expressions, and with 
it a like habit of thought. 


All this is to be regretted on account of 


the girls themselves, but it is still more a 
pity that by the growth of such habits of 
mind and speech we loose the large influ- 
ence of reined women in behalf of pure 
speech. Women are the talkers, of the 
world. Upon them falls the greater part of 
the duty of maintaining social relations by 
conversation. Every drawing-room is de- 
pendent upon them for i's vivacity; when- 
ever a man usurps this function be kills 
converpation with monologue. When a 
man talks much he lectures, and everybody 
else keeps Bilent. It is only a women wh» 
can keep conversation going, and can twist 
and turn it about, and give variety to it, and 
keep shop Out of it. 


It is a pity that women, upon whom s» 


mportant a duty is placed, should unfi 
themselves for their function by acquiring 
habits fatal to complete success in it. It is 
an especial pity that our beautiful English 
tongue Fhould lose the cons-ervative and 
developing influence which. « race of edu- 
cated women, all talking, and all priding 
themselves upon their accurate and flexible 
use of the language, would exercise. 
The 


preservation of' the language in its pn,ii(yr 
und the systematic devt-lopi'mentof its flex- 
ibility, its fitness for the expression of 
thought and emotion, and its power is no 
light or unimportant .mutter, and the inf.u.- 
eiico which our educated womeji might ex- 
ert in thin direction, if thr-y were hiucerely 
devoted to the work, would be as great, 
perhaps, as that of all the schools and col- 
eges of the land. If all Onr women took 
pride in the accuracy of their use of words, 
in the correctness of pronunciation, in the 
richness of their enunciation, in the mod- 
ulation of their voices, iu tho ripht dispo^ 
sition of iheir accents, iu all mutters per- 
taining to good Englibh speech, they might 
work a revolution. 


French women have a pride of this sort 


in their ability to use'their mother tonguo 
fluently, flexibly and well, nnd their influ- 
ences in behalf of pure speech, both a1? 
conservators of the old and piomoters of 
the new, when tho new if. good, is. without 
doubt, far greater than that of the academy. 
Indeed, the academy'rt part m this matter 
is little more thin to record the usage of 
good society, which is another name for 
the usage of educated French women.

Electricity as a Motive Power. 


A correspondent of the London Times. 


writing of the Electric Exhibition at Paris 
under date of September 14, says : 


"Duringthe last few days a number of 


new machines have been in action to show 
the different applications of electricity as a 
motive power. This is a special branch of 
the subject, which will attract a large num- 
ber of visitors. Most of the machines of 
this class are in the northwest corner of the 
building. Here the ploughing machine of 
M. Menier is exhibited by M. Felix, and, 
although it does not actually plough the 
ground, it is interesting to see the way in 
which the electro-motor drags the plough 
with three shares across the space devoted 
to it and guides its direction. Then there 
is a circular saw driven by electricity. The 
diameter of the saw is three feet, and the 
planks i p >n which ifworks are five inches 
thick. M. Fiat exhibits in the same part of 
bhe building a stone cutter and an electric 
aammer, which does all the work usually as- 
signed to a steam hammer. Close to these 
machines is another for pumping water, 
driven by a Gramme motor: the large vol- 
ume of water which is thrown ont con- 
veys to the eye some idea of the great force 
which can be transmitted by electricity, al- 
ikpngh in reality this machine does not re- 
quire nearly so much, force as many other, 


motors in flk.1 e*htt>iri<m- In the same cor-

And when f ac3d to 
this the fact that the Bisin.uwk district enjojs 
water communication for twelve, hundred nules 
or more north, and to all lands south, and can 
thus import and export cheaper than Fargo, I 
have said what no ingenuity of man can gainsay. 
At the same time 1 am free toconiess that Fargo 
has the ."boom." as it is called, and enjojs the 
watchful vigilance of land agents and interested 
parties. Jamestown, where Mr. Comlict's praise 
onds, is one ot the most desirable ,ec!ions of the 


' northwest, and will soon have a road north and 


south, as well as cast and west. 
These lauds, 


can be bought lor one-half what it sells for 
around Fargo. Our church and people in James- 
town will compare favorably with any of our 
eastern societies. West of Jamestown the road 
runs along a kind ot low groove, as if intended 
by Providence for its Construction, though un- 
happily not for securing a favorable impr(?H$ion^ 
of the country. 
One has only to ascend the 


bluffs, however, on either side to see a beautiful, 
undulating landscape, dotted over with proriWs- 
iug farms. Along the low bed of the road a few 
alkali lakes and incrustations are visible, but 
these have have their compensation in the form 
^ flocks of innumerable wild ducks and geese, 
-which fly around almost as tame as our home 


fowl. 
These, I have no doubt, brother Condict 


frequently "sampled"— as the westerners say— 
at the various hotels, and indeed it needed no 
epicure to relish them. 
There are scores of 


beautiful farms besides the Troy and Clarke 
l»lacos referred to by Mr. Condict, tj which 1 
can testify. Hundreds of ploughmen were every- 
where visible, and when it is remembered that 
until three years ago there was not a furrow 
turned around Bismarck it is really amazing 
that there should be so much land now under 
Cultivation.

rresident Hayes, with it thousand cultivated 
acres., Yet all these are in the desolate region (?)

Mr. Condict, however, reserves his saddest 


picture for Bismarck. It could not have been at

QUEENS OF THE DESERT. 


British Belles That Have Made Their 


Homes in Bedouin Tents Chathams 
-Grand-daughter, 
Who was 
Crowned 


Queen of the East. 
There passed awny at Damascus on the 


12th o'f August, a woman whose history is 
worth telling, even at the end of the world. 
This was Jane Elizabeth Digby, daughter 
of Admiral Sir Henry Digby and his wife, 
the daughter of the Earl of Leicester and 
widow of Lord Andover. She was born 
in 1807. and so was two years older than 
her brother Edward, the present Lord 
Dip-by; they represented the very old family 
the first of whose illnstrous members was 
the famous Sir Kenelm Digby, "the oma- 
meutttof England." In 1824 Miss Digby, 
then a beautiful nnd high-npiritad girl, 
married, as bis second wife, Lord Ellen- 
borongh, who afterward became Governor 
General of Itidn, and earned the uncompli- 
mentary title of "the wild elephant" from 
his bull-headed blunders. The funniest 
and most serious of these was the famous 
''G-ites of Somnauth"proclamation in 1842, 
addressed to "all the princes, chiefs, and 
people of India." "My brothers and my 
friends," it road, "our 
victorious army 


bears ttie gates of tho temple of Somnauth 
n triumph from Afghanistan, and the de- 
spoiled tomb of Sultan Mahmoud looks 
upon the ruins of Ghuznee. The insult 
of ei^nt 
hundred years is at 
last 


avenged* Those gates, so long the me- 
morial 
of 
your humiliation, are be- 


come the proudest record of your natural 
glory." If Lord Ellenborongh had been in 
Ireland and had invited a Fenian and an 
Orangeman to fraternize in a toast to the 
glorious, pieus, and immortal memory, he 
would not have made a bigger blunder. 
The Mussulmans were asked to rejoice be- 
causs the triumph of one of their historic 
heroes had been nullified, and the Hindoos 
to exult in the return of the gates when 
the temple itself was in ruin and polluted 
by the occupation of Mohammedans. And, 
to complete the comedy of errors, there is 
no evidence to show that Mahmoud, Ins 
breaker of idols, ever carried away any 
gates from Somnauth, and if he did they 
were of sandalwood and Indian work- 
manship, while the Ellenborough trophies 
were of pine and the work of Mohammedan 
artificers. 


To return. One child was born of the 


marriage of Lord Ellenborough and Miss 
Digby—a son, born in 1828. It died ia 
1830, the year in which Lady Ellenborongh 
Set all England talking by eloping with 
Prince Felax Schwarzenberg, then a hand- 
some and dashing young attache, and the 
terror of husbands. Lord Ellenborough 
obtained a divorce by special act of parlia- 
ment—that was before the days of Sir 
Cresswell Cresswell and Sir James Haunen 
- allowing his wife some $7,500 a year. 
She took the style of "Lady Digby," and 
remained abroad. After a short time she 
left the prince, who, like Lord Peter- 
borough, after acquiring a reputation for 
frivolity and debauchery, came into prom- 
inence in 1848 as a soldier, and then raised 
Austria, singlebanded, from the abyss into 
which she had been plunged by the in- 
surrection. She married a Bavarian, Baron 
n«n Venningeii, but tired of him, and, de- 
serting him,i went to Italy where for some 
years she 


V DAZED AS A SPLENDID STAB OP SIN. 
Blie was several times married—three, 


four or five times, according to the con- 
flicting authorities—and had numerous li- 
aisons besides. Her last European hus- 
band was one Peritoki, a Greek nobleman, 
in tho service of KingOtho, and he aban- 
doned her because his royal master con- 
sidered the match a scandalous one, and 
ordered him. to leave Lady Ellenborough or 
give np his court employ. 
From Athens 


.she went to the east, and on the 16th of 
T! uno 18G3, she wrote on the register of 
Oermauus, hotel: "I have passed ten days 
here, and have been perfectly satisfied with 
tho proprietor's attentions. I also took 
this opportunity of recommending Sheikh 
Medauel, chief of the Anazzes, to any 
traveler intending to visit Palmyra, having 
found him entirely capable and worthy of 
confidence in every respect." 
The Shiekh 


>had For many years monopolized thi best 
travelers between Palmyra and Damascus, 
and when he escorted the lady back.to the 
Litter city in safety he was exasperated by 
the information that she intended marrying 
him. He vanished into the desert, but she 
sent envoys and lured him back to Danrias- 
cuSa where she overpowered his scruples by 
displaying her wealth. The English con- 
sul interfered, but "Lady Digby" laughed 
at him, but he enlisted the services of the 
Turkish governor, 
who so scared the 


sheikh by warning him that the 
fair 


Frank already belonged to several hus- 
bands 
that. 
Medjuel 
bolted 
into 


the desert again. The lady did not trust to 
•agents this time, but procuring guides and 
an escort she fairly ran him down in the 
^desert near Palmyra, and did not let him 
out of her eight till she had married him 
according to Bedouin rites in the presence 
of his Arab companions. Then she led 
him captive back to Damascus, bought a 
handsome house and gardens, and settled 
down to Oriental life, spending several 
months annually in the desert in her hus- 
i band's tent. Stormy as her earlier life had 
been, her latter days were calm and conten- 
ted.) "Her last and most extraordinary mar- 
^riage proved to be a happy one. In Da- 
mascus she became the idol of the poorer 
Mohammedan residents, who found in her 
the kindest of friends and counsellors; and 
amid them she has died at last, respected 
and beloved. She never turned Moham- 
medan, but attended regularly the English 
services of th- London mission for the 
conversion of the Jews. Mr. W. G. Prime 
in the twenty-seventh chapter of his "Tent 
(Life in. the Holy Laud"—the book which 


Hark Twain riddled ' so mercilessly— 
gives a description of her and her dwelling. 
At 50 she was still splendid and stately, and 
her portrait showed her to have been of 
gentle birth and exquisite beauty. 
She 


had imported • the costliest of furniture 
from France; her rooms were hung with 
the heaviest damask and spread with Per- 
sian carpets; on the walls were pictures of 
her father, of herself as a regnant beauty 
at court, of her child. 
Among her books 


were "Daily Food," and a number of sim- 
ilar Christian collections; "Marriage from a 
Christian Standpoint," and several English 
books of eastern travel. On the table were 
several magnificent portfolios of her draw- 
ings, each bound in morocco, with a gift 
coronet and her adopted name, "lanthe," 
and here she and her husband dined Be- 
douin fashion, squatting on the floor and 
feeding with their fingers from the platter 
between them. Mr. Prime predicted that 
she would soon tire and leave her hist hus- 
band, but she has f .Isified the prediction. 


A MORE TJSAGIC AND ROMANTIC EXILE 


from England, was Lady Hester Stanhope. 
She was the niece of Pitt, and for the last 
year of his life his secretary and confident, 
and it was to her that he cried in his an- 
guish on learning of the defeat at Auster- 
litz: "Boll up the map of Europe." The 
English government gave her a pension of 
$6.000 but she regarded this as pitiably in- 
adequate to her rank and merit, and after 
passing four years in Wales, went to the 
Orient in 1810. Headers to whom her co- 
pious "Memoirs" and "Travels" are not ac- 
cessible, will findan interesting(but untrust- 
worthy) description of her in Lamartine, 
and still better accounts in the eighth 
chapter Einglake's "Esther," aid in Elliot 
Warburton's "The Crescent and the Cross." 
The Arabs were so struck by her display 
of wealth and courage that they treated her 
as a queen, and she established herself in 
the desert convent of Mar Elias, amid the 
the wildest scenery of the Lebanon, eight 
miles from Sidon. Here she denned the 
dress of an emir, trousers, weapons, pipe, 
and all, and gethered to her a garrison of 
Albanians and other refugees, whom she 
ruled with absolute power, besides acquir- 
ing immense influence, over the surround- 
ing tribes. When Ibrahim Pasha invaded 
Syria in 1832, he sent to ass ber neutrality 
in 
his 
war 
with 
the 
sultan, 


and 
after 
the siege of 
Acre she 


sheltered several hundred refugees. King- 
lake, when he went to the east in 1838, vis- 
ited her in her fortress. 
He found her a 


woman of GO, majestic in height, guant.and 
with stern and commanding features, her 
face of astonishing whiteness. 
She was 


dressed in a loosely-folded robe of white 
linen, something like a surplice, and wore 
a huge turban of pale cashmere shawls so 
disposed as to cover all her hair; she smoked 
like a true Oriental, passed most of her 
time in bed, and spent the night in watch- 
ing the stars. 
At that time much of the 


earthly sovereignty of the queen of the 
Arabs had vanished. She went to the Ori- 
ent when its people were excited by the 
achievements of Sii Sydney 'Smith, and, 
expecting that England would occupy Syria, 
reparded Her as a princess sent to prepare 
the way for the conquest. 
Her character 


and dauntless bravery did the rest. Her 
sight was so keen and far-reaching that the 
Arabs credited her with magical powers, 
and when once, to test her courage, the tribe 
with which she was tending gave oat that 
the other tribes had decreed its destruction 
for sheltering her, she rode away from them 
alone, resolved to bring no danger nptn her 
friends, and to trust lor help to her own 
haughty self.

"Hours had elapsed," saysKinglake "and 


for some time she had been alone in the 
centre of the round horizon, when her 
quick eye perceived some horsemen in the 
distance. The party came nearer and neyr- 
er; and presently some hundreds of Bed- 
ouins, full armed, galloped up to her, fero- 
ciously shouting, and apparently intending 
to take her life at the* instant with their 
poisoned spears. Her face at tho time was 
covered witb the jashmack, according to 
eastern usage, but at the moment when the 
foremost of the horsemen had all but 
reached her with their spears, she stood up 
in her stirrips, withdrew the yashmack that 
veiled the terrors of her countenance, waved 
her aim slowly, disdainfully, and cried

The threatening yells of 
assailants were suddenly changed for loud 
shouts of joy and admiration at the bravery 
of the stately Englishwoman, and festive 
gunshots were fired on all sides around her 
honored head. The truth was, that the 
party belonged to the tribe with which she 
had allied herself, and that the threatened 
attacks, as well as the pretended apprehen- 
sion of an engagement, had been contrived 
for the nu/,e pur pose of testing her courage. 
The day ended in a great feast prepared to 
do honor to the heroine, and from that time 
her power over the minds of the people 
grew rapidly." For a time at least she cer- 
tainly exercised sovereignity over the tribes 
of the desert between Damascus and Pal- 
myra, and when she abandoned Ler earthly 
kingdom it was to practice astrology, deliver 
prophecies, and prepare to tide into Jeru- 
salem with the Messiah at his near coming 
on the two horses kept specially in her sta- 
ble. She lived on milk only, never read 
books or papers; and believed firmly in se- 
crecy, divining and all the fabled lora of 
the Orient. 
Not long before Einglake's 


visit she was taken 111 and left for dead,her 
friends deserting her and thieves plunder- 
ing her convent-fortress. When he saw her 
her army was merely a small body of Albian 
refugees, but when Mehement Ali orderad 
her to give them np she sent him word, 
"Come and take them!" and he shrunk 
from accepting the challenge. The Sultan 
styled her "Cousin" when he wrote to her, 
and just before she died, in 1839, in her 
sixty-third year, she led out her Albanians 
to annihilate a rebellions village and 
burn in their chalet some mountain- 
eers who had murdered a traveler. 
Her 


death was thus described in a letter to 
Kinglake: "She held on gallantly to the 
last. Moore, our consul at Beyrout, heard 
she was ill, and rode over the mountains, 
accompanied by a missionary, to visit her. 
A profound silence was all over the palace. 
No one met them. They lighted their own 
lamps in the outer court and passed un- 
questioned through court and gallery till 
thev came to where she lay; a corpse was 
the'only inhabitant at Djoun, and the isola- 
tion from her kind which she so long 
sought was indeed completed. 
That

watched every motion of her eye.

spell once darkened by death, every one 
fled with the plunder. Not a single thing 
was left in the room where she lay dead, 
except upon her person; no one ventured to

reer, Jived at their house and frequently re- 
ceived the visits of a fellow-student from 
the Agricultural academy. 
This visitor 


was Otto von Bismarck, who soon conceived 
a tender affection for the 10-year-old Jose- 
phine, the daughter of the house, and man- 
ifested his sentiments ra serenades and 
similar spectacular tokens cf his affection. 
Owing to some unpleasant little conflicts 
with< the academical authorities, he was 
obliged to leave Greifswald, his departure, 
however, in no way preventing him from 
addressing the most tender and touch- 
ing epistles to the sweatheart left behind. 
In one of these missives 
he formally 


sued for Josephine's hand, which, howev- 
er, was promptly refused him by the par- 
ents, who strongly objected to give their 
daughter to "so ill-reputed a young man." 
Thereupon, in 1812, tho correspondence 
ceased altogether. Josephine's parents, 
who had met with sad financial reverses 
through the instrumentality of their own 
spendthrift son, emigrated to America 
(Minnesota) in 1845, and afterwards wont 
to Brooklyn to live, where in 1852, after 
much reluctance on her part. Josephme be- 
came the wife of a Hungarian emigrant and 
dealer in petioleum, J. H 
cs by name, 


who took her to New York. H 
cs died 


in 1872, and by invitation of his sister, 
married to Mr. Gy 
here, Josephine has 


recently come to Hungary to spend the 
rest of her days. Mrs. H 
cs faithfully 


preserves the pieces of poetry addressed 
her by Otto von Bismarck." 


Origin of Petroleum. 


The interesting question as to the origin 


of petroleum has recently been revived in 
the scientific discussions of the day, but 
with no other result than tho usual diverg- 
ence of opinion, excepting in the following 
instances, among others: 


According to Prof. Peckham's views, this 


substance is the normal or primary product 
of the decomposition of animal or vegetable 
organism—chiefly the former—and the oth- 
er varieties of bitumen, or nearly all others, 
exhibit, as he thinks, undoubted evidence 
of being products of a subsequent decom- 
position of petroleum. The investigations 
made by Prof. Lesquereux have led him to 
attribute! its origin to the partial decompo- 
sition of low forms of marine vegetation. 
Again, the first-named scientist affirms his 
conviction that the remains of animal life 
have contributed much more largely to the 
formation of petroleum than has generally 
been supposed— and further, that the differ- 
ent varieties of petroleum are largely due 
to the varied forms of animal Me existing 
during the different geological epochs. 


The opinion, of Dr. Sterry Hunt is of 


equal interest—namely, that the presence 
of the petroleum oils of Penneylvania and 
Canada in the lower palaeaoio rocks, which 
contain no traces of land plants, shows 
that they have not in all cases beon derived 
from terrestrial vegetation, Luialso from, 
marina plants or animals.

The Great Wheat Raiser. 


Fargo Letter to a Springfield Republican 


Twenty milss west from here are the 


famous wheat farms managed by DAlrym- 
ple. As we rode over them a dozen etearn- 
thresherS, each threshing over 1,000 bush- 
els daily, were at work. In every direc- 
tion teams were hauling grain to thera to be 
threshed. Others were hauling to tho depot 
bard by piling bags upon the platforms, fil- 
ling the elevator or loading the ^trains— 
grain in the shook, grain in the "stack or 
jrain in transit, met the nye to the utmost 
range of vision. Dalrymple has harvested 
30,000 acres this season; estimated yield 
about 600,000 bushels. It is a mistaken 
idea at the ea^t that this is all from his own 
lands. The fact is but a small portion is 
his own. Coming bere, bankrupt eastern 
capitalists, who owned a large extent of 
territory and for which there was then no 
sale, offered to let him buy a half inter- 
est on these conditions: They to furnish 
land at so much an acre, all the money nec- 
essary to carry on operations, charging 8 
per cent, ont he whole investment. When- 
ever he could pay up, he was to have one- 
half of tbe land. So far favorable sea- 
sons, good crops and prices have favoied 
him. and it is understood he has got pos- 
session of some 4000, acres. Whether he 
will succeed in the whole undertaking is 
yet problematical. 


A Bad Tear for circuses. 


Frona the New York Sun. 


This has been a bad season for tbe em- 
oyeeELOf circuses. 
Barely has there been 


a time^wben more of them have come to 
grief. In May, Elizabeth Davene, a trap- 
eze performer, d^ed in this city from the 
effects of a fall received in one of her per- 
formances. There have been several rail- 
road accidents to circus trains in which 
performers were killed and maimed. In 
Kentucky, last week, two men were killed 
in a collision, and Louisa Montague, better 
known as the "$10,000 beauty," was severe- 
ly injured, her face being badly lacerated.

German Soldiers on Parade. 


Berlin dispatch to the London Times. 


The Brunei Imperial German Army man- 


ouvors" may be said to have begun to-day 
with the exception of the guard corps, 
which garrisons Berlin, Potsdam and Span- 
dan. A thing -which ttrackthe stranger in 
connection with the review was the swift 
and silent way in which the troops assem- 
bled before it began, and vanished out of 
sight immediately it was over. It was an 
admirable thing to behold a whole army 
corps (on a peace footing) appear and dis 
appear on the parade-ground with as much 
order nnd celerity as a band of well-trained 
supernumeraries at a stage ceremony. At 
9 o'clock there was hardly anything to be 
seen but a flat expanse of verdant meadow, 
and by ten nearly 30,000 men of all arms, 
corverging from every point of the eity, 
were drawn up in two long and parallel 
alignments to receive the emperor. 
It is 


worthy of notice, too, ns showing the care 
with which troopers spare their beasts even 
on such ceremonial occasions as these, 
tbat one or two regiments dismounted 
while waiting a few minutes only the arri- 
val of the imperial commander-in-chief. 
But in a moment they were stiff and erect 
in the saddle again. The emperor, an usu- 
al, was followed by a numerous multi-uni- 
formed suite, including the princess of his 
house, his generals and foreign officers. 
He came along the line of the artillery and 
cavalry, which was* massed in columns of 
regiments, and cantering to the saluting 
point he took his stand with his face to the 
sun. 


The march past was executed twice by 


all arm 3, first by the infantry in company 
formation (of three ranks, apart from the 
supernumeraries,) and then in dense col- 
umns of regiments, to the sound of fife 
and drum. The men were in what is called 
here parade atlire, which includes white 
summer trousers and knapsacks, with mess 
tins, but without overcoat and other per- 
sonal impedimenta. 
Tho officers, too, 


carried their smaller knapsacks. The gen- 
eral physique of the men, about a third of 
whom may have been first-? ear recruits, 
was good, but it was by no means imposing. 
There was also a certain degree of loose- 
ness in the setting np of the men, which 
to the Eoglish eye would appear to detract 
from the ideal character of a body of troops 
that form the flower of the most efficient 
army in Europe. Then, as to height, it cer- 
tainly seemed that not more than 25 per 
cent, of the infantry came np to the six-fee 
standard, though it is the commonest thing 
in the world to hear the Prussian guards 
written and talked of as being formidably 
superior to all other troops by reason not 


only of their dicipline, hut also of! their 
physique. With a copious admixture of 
Rerserves and Landwehr mea oaa war 
footing they might possibly be BO, but as 
they appeared to-day to the eye of the im- 
partial observer the best of them assuredly 
did not look at all equal to the house- 
hold troops of England. 
Nothing, how- 


ever, but praise can he said of their 
efficiency in drill, as manifested, at least, 
by the way in which they passed the salut- 
ing point to-day. The peculiar way they 
step out on parade, lifting the foot from the 
hip instead of the knee, and keeping their 
eyes, not in front, as in England, but on 
the reviewing commander, as if the pre- 
ception of orders were a thing of sight in- 
stead of hearing, all gives an appearance of 
machine-like precision and rigidity, which, 
though very artificial, is very effective.

Silver Mines on the Yellowstone. 


[New York Herald.] 


New and valuable silver mines have 


been discovered »n the head of Clark's 
lork, a tributary of the Yellowstone river. 
The mines are located ntar tke National 
Park and are on the Crow Indian reseiva 
tion. Silver was found on Clark's fork 
as early as 1868 by three prospectors, but 
they were driven off by the Indians. 
In 


1872 a party of miners retarned to locate 
but weie attacked by the Arapahoes and 
driren away. The next year they re- 
turned again, and were 
attacked and 


twenty of them killed. 
No further at- 


tempt to woik the mines was made until 
1877, and work in them had just com- 
menced when the Nez Forces, -under 
Joseph, came along and broke up the 
camp. It is now occupied for the sixth 
ti ne, aud twenty-seven claims nave been 
K.cated. Tbe ore yields from $500 to 
$1,000 and even $2,009 per ton. The dis- 
trict is very extensive and the quantity of 
ore mexnaustible. 
An officer who has 


been over the giound says he believes 
there is more silver on Clark's fork than 
in the whole of Florida. 
The mines aie 


located ia a sterile region, difficult of ac- 
cess, being at an elevation of perhaps 
10,000 feet above the sea level and sur 
rounded by mountains. 
The Crow In- 


dians are anxious to cede the lands on 
which the mines are located, and have 
given their full and free consent to have 
them worked until such time as congress 
can act in the mutter. There is little 
doubt that another great silver bonanza 
has been struck.
